So far as our limited observation 
goes this decision is contrary to all 
precedents and in violation of vest­ 
ed rights. Take tile case of William 
Bathgate et a1, vs. The Irvine Com­ 
pany. 
The company took the water 
et tile Santiago creek, which tile set- 
Uers had been using for man y years, 
and carried it over the ridge toward 
t h e San Joaquin ranch house. Judge 
Tow lier granted an injunction against 
taking the water ou t of th e basin of 
the st ream —or said he would do so, 
if Hie diversion was continued. The 
Irvine compa ny 
then 
changed 
its 
ditch so as to carr y the water into 
a side canyon th at was tributary to 
Hie creek but e mpt ie d into it lower 
down. When complaint was made to
